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GENERAL DELIVERY SERVICE 
RESTORED! SOUTH CITY 

ANNOUNCEMENT MADE AFTER CHAMBER OF 
■COMMERCE REARS PROTEST 

On Thursday, D. T. Dougherty, an official of the San Francisco postoffice, 
restored the general delivery service to South San Francisco, and stated that it 
had been discontinued without instructions from Postmaster Fay. Mr. Dough¬ 
erty made personal calls on a number of local business men to disseminate the 
Information and requested The Enterprise to give the restoration of the service 
publicity through its columns. 

By the elimination of the general delivery window it was impossible 
for any one not a resident of this city, with a permanent home address or a 
rented postoffice box, to secure his mail except by going to the main San 
Francisco postofflce at Seventh and Mission streets. That this injustice 
worked a great hardship on many goes without saying. Employees of the 
factories, traveling men, agents or representatives of any kind who would 
plan to spend a day here on business could not receive business correspond¬ 
ence at this station. 

JUDGE CUNNINGHAM PROTESTS. 

The question as to whether or not the general delivery was stopped 
without Postmaster Fay’s knowledge may be an open one, but it is certain 
that notice to that effect was posted immediately following the official visit 
of San Francisco postal authorities; it must have had official sanction or 
been done by official instruction, otherwise it would never have appeared. 
Be this as it may, Mr. Dougherty’s action followed close upon the heels of 
a strong protest made by Judge E. E. Cunningham at the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce meeting on Tuesday night, in which he stated it to be his belief that 
the mail service recently installed in South City was simply the beginning 
of a broad scheme to annex South City piecemeal, and calling to the atten¬ 
tion of the Chamber the impossibility of South San Francisco ever having a 
government building. The Chamber of Commerce voted to file a protest 
with Senator James D. Phelan, who is now in San Francisco, and to demand 
from him that Postmaster Fay be instructed to restore to the people of 
South City the general delivery service so summarily discontinued. 

A committee of ten of the community’s most influential citizens was 
appointed to wait on Senator Phelan, and it was the members of this com¬ 
mittee who were visited by Mr. Dougherty. 

Reliable information has reached the press that a carefully concocted 
plan has been put In motion by certain San Francisco politicians to absorb 
all the postoffices of San Mateo county by January 1, 1918. One of the re¬ 
sults of the scheme, if successful, will be the raising of Postmaster Fay’s 
salary to $12,000 per year. 

PRESENT SERVICE CRITICIZED. 

The present mail delivery in South San Francisco has met with severe 
criticism from several quarters. Business men who expected to be bene¬ 
fited by the free delivery in many cases do not now receive their mail until 
nearly 10 o'clock in the morning. 

A local contemporary, not reflecting on this city, but in an expose of 
the alleged San Francisco gobble of San Mateo postal plums, caustically 
sums up the South San Francisco situation by saying: 

"The much-advertised free delivery of mail materialized all right, but 
it consists of one man with a horse and cart who travels about town deliver¬ 
ing mail just as if South San Francisco was a part of a rural district in 
Kansas.” 

It Is certain that this free mail delivery service will prove a boomerang 
if the present inadequate plan is continued. While it is probable that the 
service will improve as the carrier becomes better acquainted with the 
neighborhood and more accustomed to the routes, the people of this com¬ 
munity are not likely to tolerate inefficiency, especially considering the very 
satisfactory manner in which the local postofflce was conducted prior to 
our annexation by the San Francisco postoffice. 

STREET SIGNS PLANNED. 

One handicap to the carrier at present is the lack of street signs. This 
matter was taken up at the Chamber of Commerce meeting, and upon a 
motion made by W. H. Coftinberry he, with Dr. F. S. Dolley and J. O. Snyder, 
were appointed a committee to investigate the matter and expedite the plac¬ 
ing at each street intersection iron posts with enamel signs letters with 
street names. The committee will place the matter before the Board of 
Trustees. F. A. Cunningham and H. Von Voorhies, the latter manager of 
the Moran Company, gave some very illuminating information on the neces¬ 
sity of an adequate fire alarm system and of having a man permanently sta¬ 
tioned in a concrete building in charge of the fire truck. Mr. Cunningham 
and Von Voorhies have been investigating the matter of high insurance 
mtes in South City, and are advised by the Fire Underwriters that the in¬ 
stallation of the above improvements would automatically reduce the fire 
rate 10 cents per $100. W. H. Coftinberry, preceding a motion for the im¬ 
provement of the Civic Center, drew to tire attention of the Chamber the 
fact that every city adjoining us, no matter how small, boasted a city hall 
where fire apparatus was housed and adequate provision made for the hold¬ 
ing of public meetings. 

Mr. Coftinberry, with J. O. Snyder and Dr. Dolley, were appointed a 
committee of three to investigate ways and means of raising necessary 
funds for the building of such a structure in South City. Mayor Kelley ad¬ 
vised the committee that 40 cents of the tax fund had been appropriated for 
this purpose, but that amount would not provide for construction of the 
building before four or five years. 

T. L. Hickey, Mayor Kelley, N. A. Becker and George Kneese were dele¬ 
gated as a reception committee to meet Mr. Henderson and representatives 
of the Crocker interests, who would make an inspection of the proposed 
new highway from Daly City by way of the cemeteries. 

There being no further business the Chamber adjourned, to reconvene 
Tuesday, October 23d.

HURRICANE ATTACH 

PLANS TO ASSAIL ENTIRE SOUTH 

CITY FRONT; MAY TAKE TEM¬ 
PORARY QUARTERS. 

The Commercial Club idea has 
taken hold of South San Francisco 
like Kerensky’s policy took the Rus¬ 
sian council. 

On Wednesday the Advisory War 
Board held a session at 12 o’clock 
noon and planned wider operations on 
the South City front. 

H. Von Voorhies, construction man¬ 
ager of the Moran Company, pleaded 
guilty to being a slacker and was 
penalized to the amount of $100, 
which represents one share of stock 
in the club association. 

The advance guard which went 
“over the top” for the first time, 
backed up only by a light barrage fire, 
report that they surprised thirty-five, 
and an indemnity of $100 was exacted 
in each case. 

Commander-in-Chief Moorman and 
his staff are exceedingly well pleased 
with the success of this preliminary 
"gas” attack launched last week. 
Preparations are now being made for 
a “hurricane fire,” and in lieu of the 
one contingent which has been in ac¬ 
tion, six divisions will be supplied 
with light artillery in the shape of 
subscription lists, so tliat a whirlwind 
drive can be made simultaneously at 
different points along the South City 
front. 

Want Action. 

So impatient are the subscribers to 
move into a club home and put the 
plan into practical operation that a 
movement has been started to nego¬ 
tiate for the rental of Dr. Dolley’s old 
hospital, which has been purchased 
by E. C. Peck and Ralph Stickle and 
will be moved across the street from 
its present location to the fourth lot 
from the corner of Grand and Spruce 
avenues. 

Pending construction of its per¬ 
manent home, many members favor 
this idea of occupying temporary 
quarters. It has been stated that this 
offers the advantage of allowing the 
club members, through actual experi¬ 
ence and occupancy of a building, to 
figure out the necessary details of 
what should be installed in the per¬ 
manent club home and what should be 
avoided. 

The old hospital building has eleven 
rooms, is commodious and can be 
adapted to the temporary needs of the 
club at a trifling expense. 

Success of the club plan seems so 
assured that permanent officers and 
committees will be elected at the next 
meeting, which will be held 
Friday Evening,

WOMEN SHIDY CULTURE AMERICAN BEAUTY 


(By Mrs. S. Nyland.) 

Members of the Woman’s Club are 
busily engaged in preparation for the 
third annual breakfast and founders’ 
day celebration. This event takes 
plade Thursday, October 18th, at 12:30 
p. m. in Lodge Hall. The installation 
of officers for the ensuing year and 
reading of the annual reports will be 
features of the session. This year’s 
celebration will be of a patriotic 
nature. Founders’ day is,the one day 
in the year when club members only 
meet t8 hold a reception in honor of 
the new members. The club has been 
augmented by several new members 
the past few months. 


The threatened monopolization of 
education by women is not true of the 
correspondence courses, for which 
more than eight thousand people have 
enrolled with the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. In co-educational universities 
the proportion of women students is 
rapidly increasing, ad in war time is 
a large majority; in the high schools 
of California, also, a majority of the 
students are girls; but of the appli¬ 
cants for the correspondence courses 
given by the University of California, 
60 per cent are men and only 40 per 
cent womefi. Of the men, however, 
90 per cent apply for courses of direct 
practical value, and only 10 per cent 
for courses ’primarily of cultural in¬ 
terest. Nearly four times as large a 
share of the women wish cultural 
courses. So reports Dr. F. F. Nalder, 
director of the bureau of correspond¬ 
ence instruction of the University of 
California^, in the last number of 
“School and Society,” the New York 
educationaU^ekly. 

That more than half of these cor¬ 
respondence students of the Univer¬ 
sity of California are over 30 years of 
age, and only 4 per cent less than 20 
years old, is reported by Dr. Nalder. 
Of a thousand people who applied for 
correspondence instruction during a 
recent month, 25 per cent wanted 
courses to help them in business life, 
15 per cent wished to advance them¬ 
selves in technical, engineering and 
scientific work, 7 per cent were teach¬ 
ers and 3% per cent Housewives.

Americans Who were unable to get 
out of Germany and that part of Bel¬ 
gium held by German troops are to 
be provided with necessary funds by 
the American Red Cross. The war 
council of that organization has just 
set aside $20,000 to be used in pro 
viding transportation to neutral 
countries for such unfortunates. The 
money and the work of bringing out 
Americans is being handled by the 
Spanish ambassador in Germany, who 
now represents United States inter 
ests there.

FREMONT SOON READY. 

Construction work on the main 
buildings, gas, water and sewer sys¬ 
tems at Camp Fremont, Menlo Park, 
will be completed by October 15th and 
the camp will be ready to receive the 
troops ordered there for training on 
that date. Captain W. H. Fillmore, 
constructing quartermaster, notified 
Western department headquarters 
that all that will remain to be con¬ 
structed October 15th will be the base 
hospital, paving and several auxiliary 
buildings. The Eighth Infantry is 
now stationed at Camp Fremont. 
Seven more regiments have been 
ordered there for training.

Another item has been added to the 
high cost of living. It will cost more 
to write letters after November 2d. 
At least, it will cost more to send 
them after they are written, accord¬ 
ing to detailed instructions to post¬ 
masters on the increased letter mail 
rates which become effective Novem¬ 
ber 2d, under the terms of the war 
tax bill, issued Saturday by Post¬ 
master-General Burleson. They do 
not apply to mail to most foreign 
countries, which are fixed by inter¬ 
national treaties, but they do apply to 
all domestic mail, and under that 
clasisfication is included mail to Can¬ 
ada, Mexico, Cuba, Panama, the 
United States postal agency at Shang¬ 
hai, and all persons in the military 
service of the United States in 
Europe. 

The Postoffice Department issued 
these instructions: 

* Postmasters shall, on and after No- 
| vember 2d, see that postage is paid 
at the rate of 3 cents an ounce or 
fraction thereof on letters and other 
first-class matter except drop letters. 

1 All drop letters, that is, letters mailed 
for delivery from the office at which 
posted, including those for delivery 
by city, rural or other carrier of such 
office, are required to have postage 
paid on them at the rate of 2 cents 
an ounce or fraction thereof. Postal 
cards are required to be prepaid 2 
cents, and, therefore, the 1-cent 
postal cards must haje a 1-cent post¬ 
age stamp affixed to them in addition 
to 1-cent stamp impressed on such 
cards. Postcards (private mailing 
cards bearing written messages) must 
have 2 cents postage prepaid on 
them.

The Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany has filed with the Railroad Com¬ 
mission an application for authority 
to increase its gas rates in all dis¬ 
tricts which it serves except San 
Francisco, to equal an average in¬ 
crease of 12% Y>er cent over present 
rates. It specifically requests au¬ 
thority to manufacture and sell gas of 
an average heating quality of 550 
British thermal units a cubic foot, as 
compared with a present standard of 
600. 

The districts and territory affected 
include Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda 
and all territory served with gas in 
Alameda county; the cities of Chico 
and Colusa; Marin county; cities of 
Marysville, Napa, Nevada City, Red¬ 
wood, Sacramento, San Jose, Santa 
Rosa, Petaluma and Vallejo and Yolo 
county as well as territory adjacent 
to these cities. San Francisco is ex¬ 
cepted from the application of the 
company because its rates are now 
before the Railroad Commission for 
fixing in a complaint of the city and 
county of San Francisco against the 
Pacific Company. 

The rate raises requested include 
in general an increase in the mini¬ 
mum charge from 50 cents to 75 cents 
a meter a month, and increases to the 
smaller consumers of gas ranging 
from 10 cents a thousand cubic feet 
for the Oakland district to 20 cents in 
the San Jose district, and 15 cents in i 
the districts previously being charged 
a minimum rate of $1.50. 

The company in its application 
states that if it be granted the in¬ 
creases in rates requested, which will 
result in an average increase in reve¬ 
nue of approximately 12% per cent, 
the net return based upon its esti¬ 
mated revenue operating expenses 
and depreciation will be 6.7 per cent 
on the capital invested.
